Stockton Winner In Appeal 
Court Fight Made Against 
Liquor Measure 


SACRAMENTO. June 
17.—Cities 
of California have the right to en­ 
force prohibition by local ordinan­ 
d s . the d istrict

ruled today, declaring constitutional 
the Stockton “dry” ordinance. As a 
resu lt of the decision, C aesari Volt! 
m ust pay a $150 fine or serve 
a 
prison sentence. 
The case cam e before the court 
through an appeal by Volt! for 
a 
w rit of habeas corpus, holding th at 
the m unicipality 
could not 
enact 
legislation for enforcem ent of 
the 
18th am endm ent because this would 
conflict w ith the Volstead act. 
He 
held th at the possibiltiy of later fed- 
eial prosecution m ade the act ille­ 
gal also. 
The decision holds police power 
lr inherent in the sta tes and m unici­ 
palities and is one of the necessary 
attrib u tes io th eir sovereignty and 
is not a grant from the governm ent. 
“It should never be held th a t con­ 
gress intends to supersede or sus­ 
pend exercise of 
police 
power by 
the states even when it may do so, 
unless its purpose to pffect th at re­ 
sult is clearly m anifest,” says

decision.

change into prosperous farm s. 
On his 100th birthday two years 
ago, he celebrated high m ass in St.

life doing good things for others, without thoughts of money." 


This was the keynote of Mr. Lane’s career. 
No man who lives as he 


did, serving his country and his fellow-men so faithfully and so usefully, 
really dies poor, even though he does not leaye enough worldly possessions 
to constitute an estate for probating. 
There is, thank God, a species of 


riches not measured in minted values. 
“ Doing good things for others, with­ 
out thoughts of money,” is wealth of the truest kind of the greatest in­ 
herent value. 
It is wealth of a kind that satisfies the soul of the one who dis­ 
penses it. 
He who gives himself in useful service can not possibly impov­ 
erish himself, except, perhaps, in a worldly sense. 
And the worldly sense, 


carried to its ultimate, is the lowest sense. 
To the extent that men get away 


from the grasping greed that considers nothing but moneymaking from lust 
for riches, to that extent do they develop genuine riches in character. 
A poor man with character, let it be stressed, is incomparably richer 


than a characterless rich man. 
Franklin K. Lane sought the higher type of 


riches— that which consisted in doing great works for his country and his 
fellow men without sordid motives— and he died universally respected and 
esteemed, rich in the affections of multitudes of Americans.
